Boy Scouts Jamboree Movement 
Wins $P Thousands of Friends 


OVEMENT of a precious cargo of 

approximately 16,000 Boy Scouts 
traveling to and from their Third Na- 
tional Jamboree at Irvine Ranch, Cali- 
fornia, in 45 special trains resulted in an 
impressive on-time and courtesy record 
for Southern Pacific in July, 

During a period of ncar-record freight 
and passenger traflic, the Scouts entered 
our territory through Portland, Ogden 
and E! Paso gateways. All converged on 
our station at Puente, east of Los An- 
geles, where Scouts and their supplies 
were dnloaded for the bus-truck trip to 
the Jamboree site, near the Pacific 
Ocean 10 miles west of Santa Ana. 


ON THE COVER

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“This is the biggest thing that has 
ever happened at Puente,” Puente Agent 
Johnny Kehoe told reporters from news- 
papers and wire services. . 

It was among the biggest peacetime 
passenger movements ever handled by 
Pacific Lines, second in size since World 
War II only to the Shrine Convention at 
Los Angeles in 1950, when 1,668 cars 
brought 27,301 persons to the annual 
ceremonies, via SP. 

Scout special schedules were arranged 
so that more than 12,000 youngsters and 
their leaders enjoyed ample layovers at 
Oakland Pier to visit San Francisco and 
other Bay Area tourist attractions. Box 
lunches were served to 4,538 Jamboree 
travelers by Oakland, Los Angeles and 
El Paso commissaries, in addition to the 
62,500 meals provided aboard the 28 SP 
and seven off-line dining cars carried in 
the special trains, :

These Scouts and all others who trav- 
eled to or from the Jamboree via SP 
received a package of railroad informa- 
tion designed both to tell them more 
about the complicated business that is 
railroading and help them toward the 
new Merit Badge. Included in this pack- 
age was a special booklet prepared by 
the Public Relations Department detail- 
ing the history of SP and showing how 
track is laid, structures and signs, clear- 
ances and a sample speed card. 


Alert Railroaders Help 
Save Burning Station 


Twas “a hot time in the old town” 
of Woodburn, Ore., when the SP sta- 
tion recently caught fire, but it could 
have been a lot hotter had it not been 
for the timely efforts of Telegrapher W. 
B. Rhoades, Cashier Emil Scharbach 
and Signal Maintainer T. T. Engle. 
They made repeated trips into the burn- 
ing building, carrying out records, fur- 
niture and office equipment. The Wood- 
burn fire department hose was laid 
across the main track when Engle heard 
an approaching train. He flagged it in 
time to prevent the hose being cut, 
which probably would have resulted in 
a total loss of the station. As it was, 


damage was about $800.

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SP-PMT “Piggy-back” Operation 
Expedites West Coast Service 


RUCK trailers mounted on railroad 
A flat cars, referred to by railroaders 
as a “piggy-back” operation, is South- 
ern Pacific’s newest method of expedit- 
ing freight shipments between San Fran- 
cisco Bay area and Les Angeles. 


The new-type freight service, inaugu- 
rated in conjunction with pick-up and 
delivery service of the Pacifie Motor 
Trucking Company, is first of its kind 
by any railroad in the West Coast 
States. Service is available for certain 
carload traffic as well as for large-lot 
shipments moving at less-than-carload 
rates. 

Specially fitted flat cars, with loaded 
trailers aboard, are coupled into our 
Overnights, fast merchandise trains that 
operate on passenger train schedules 
each way between San Francisco Bay 
area and Los’ Angeles. Track power 
units do not accompany trailers. 
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In both the San Francisco Bay area 
and the Los Angeles region, trailers are 
loaded at shippers’ loading docks. Trail- 
ers are then driven to SP yards and 
backed onto the flat cars. Next morning 
at their destination, trailers are rolled 
off flat cars and driven by PMT to con- 
signees’ places of business. 

A number of fiat cars are operating 
in each direction in this new service 
between Los Angeles and the bay area 
cities of San Francisco, Oakland and 
San Jose. A similar service for less-than 
carload traffic is in operation between 
Houston, Texas, and Lake Charles, Lou- 
isiana, on the T&NO. 


Railroads are the only common. car- 
riers which provide 100 per cent trans- 
portation service. They carry whatever 
traffic is offered. 
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DISTINGUISHED SP VISITOR Mohd Bashir Khan Molik of Pakistan learned some in- 
teresting facts from Vice Presidents C. E. Peterson and W. W. Hale about the 
“Golden Empire’ served by Southern Pacific.

“Fishbowl” Boxcar Shows 
How Impacts Hurt Loads 
SP RAILROADERS who have seen 


the results of overspeed impacts 
when damaged freight has been taken 
off a car now have an opportunity to 
see just what happens to the load in- 
side the car at the moment of impact. 


Currently traveling over our lines is 
Union Pacific’s “Plexiglass” car, a box- 
car built with one side of Plexiglass in 
place of the customary wood lining and 
steel siding. This transparent wall per- 
mits observers to look into the car dur- 
ing switching operations. To eliminate 
guesswork, a speedometer three feet in 
diameter indicates the speed at which 
the car is rolling.and at impact records 
the coupling speed. 

The reactions of the many thousands 
who have seen the demonstrations re- 
veal that few realized the full extent of 
the forces at work within the body of 
the car and their effect on the lading. 


Last month the Plexiglass car was 
demonstrated on Western, Sacramento 
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and Portland divisions. August schedule 
called for appearances on Coast, San 
Joaquin, Los Angeles, Tucson and Rio 
Grande divisions. 


Distinguished visitor on Portland 
Division recently was Mohammad Taghi 
Rahmatian, employed by the Iranian 
State Railway in a capacity similar to 
a division engineer on SP. He was taken 
on a bridge inspection trip, tour of 
shops and tie-treating plant at Eugene 
Yard, inspection of the Meridian Dam 
line change, a visit to the hig Weyer- 
hauser Timber Co. plant at Springfield, 
and various other points of interest.

OUR MEMPHIS BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the sixteenth in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to 
acquaint our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific 
family who work in our off-line agencies. Next month: Mexico City General Agency. 


HE Memphis, Tennessee, territory 

typifies most of the activities that 
keep busy our off-line general agency 
“Business-Getters” described in this se- 
Ties of articles. Under General Agent 
C. A. Bevis, our “Memphis Business-Get- 
ters” last year reported 44,386 carloads 
of revenue freight, exclusive of perish- 
ables, moving to and from the region 
comprising western Tennessee, northern 
Mississippi and all of Arkansas. 

This 103,206 square mile region has 
5,193,446 people, engaged in a variety 
of activities ranging from cotton rai 
ing and processing to al! phases of hard- 
wood lumber processing and the na- 
tion’s largest inland naval air training 
center. 
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Like our other key general agencies, 
Memphis is a center of manufacture, 
transportation, agriculture, expanding 
population and natural scenic attrac. 
tions, all of which combine to produce 
the increasing volume of freight and 
passenger traffic which our force of in- 
telligent, energetic “Business-Getters” 
are securing for our lines, 

Among the many titles given itself by 
this American city with the Egyptian 
name is the “world’s cotton capital,” a 
distinction it celebrates each spring with 
a week-long “Cotton Carnival,” in which 
all pay tribute to the Mississippi Val- 
ley city’s stature as the world’s largest 
cotton market, cotton warehouse center, 
producer of cottonseed products, and

largest mule market. A major source 
of mixed livestock feed, Memphis also 
is the nation’s largest producer of hard- 
wood flooring and is No. 1 inland hard- 
wood and hardwood charcoal market. 

The agricultural and industrial ac- 
tivities centering in the river city have 
made it one of the main rail centers 
linking the West and East, where nine 
trunk lines, including our Cotton Belt 
affiliate, interchange freight. Passengers 
for Southern Pacific regions are re- 
ceived directly via Little Rock-Tucum- 
cari daily ceach and Pullman connec- 
tions or by direct daily connections at 
New Orleans on the Sunset Route. 

Among the leading freight revenue 
producers for SP in the tri-state area 
are factories producing a large share 
of the nation’s edible oil products, agri- 
cultural machinery, paper and cellulose 
products, tires, electrical appliances, 
chemicals, furniture and, from Arkansas, 
more than 90 per cent of the domestic 
supply of bauxite, the raw material for 
aluminum, 

Rare minerals are found in this re- 
gion too, including the United States’ 
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sole domestic source of diamonds, Bar- 
ite ore, quartz and novaculite, all fill 
key roles in industrial production. 

Presence of these minerals, forest 
products and an adequate labor supply, 
good transportation and a showing of 
interest by the various state governments 
has resulted in the surge of industrial 
development that is revolutionizing the 
former “one crop” econamy. 


As this interest in trade and manu- 
facturing continues to grow, Southern 
Pacific ean be certain of getting its full 
share of resulting traffic, thanks te Bevis 
and his staff of Business-Getters.

streamlined night train between San 
Francisco and Portland, are now able 
to talk by radio-telephone with any part 
of the world, through facilities of the 
Bell System. 


The installation was completed July 
14 to provide the convenience of two- 
way commercial telephone service. 


Cost of using the new “Voice of the 
Cascade” is about the same as daytime 
person-to-person calls on office or home 
telephones, according to the Pacific Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company, into 
whose communication network the radio- 
telephone service is tied. 


Radio-telephone booths have been in- 
stalled in the dining cars of the twin 
trains. The phones are coin operated, 
Calls are handled through the telephone 
company’s radio stations in Oakland, 


Sacramento, Portland, Eugene and 
Salem. 

Radio-telephone service is also avail- 
able on our Lark, night train between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles.

But they deliberated at great 
length before selecting the winner out 
of more than 400 entrants, including 
many shipping firms’ representatives and 
foreign line railroaders, doctors, men in 
military service and others. 
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Runners-up with slightly dissimilar 
names were Irving Root of US Depart- 
ment of the Interior, Washington, D. C., 
(“Blunder Bus”); J. R. Covington, 
clerk-warehouseman, Willows, Calif., 
(“Blunder Gus”) ; J. F. McElroy, agent, 
Elko, Nevada, (“Buster Claim”); W. 
W. Duncan, NWP agent, Dos Rios, 
Calif, ("Buster Splinterhead”); A. T. 
Sepponen, conductor, Roseville (“Buster 
Burden”); Mrs. Wilbur H. Olsen of 
El Paso (“Buster Boxbasher”); Fred 
H. Moses of GPO, Oakland (“Blunder 
Boy”); Jean McGill of Pac. Electric 
Ry., LA, (“Barney Blunder”); W. W. 
Schopp, of Lodi, Calif, (“Bullhead 
Blunder”) and L..K. Webb of 3rd St. 
Baggage, SF, (“Blundering Gus”). 
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All of these were on the right track, 
as you can see, with “Buster” or “Blun- 
der.” But it remained for Church to 
combine the two names which, in the 
opinion of the judges, best sum up 
what cause claims — “Busters” and 
“Blunders.” 

Other names which gave the judges 
pause for thought included: “Robin 
Revenue” by Harvey Kimbrough, claim 
inspector, Phoenix Freight Office; “Fil- 
bert Flabbit” by Vesta Moores, clerk, 
Ashland Freight Office; “Mr. Muffit” by 
J. F. Hoffman of Aud. Frt. Accts., SF; 
and “Spillbilly” by Leslie Douglas, en- 
gine inspector, West Oakland. 

It was obvious from the similarity of 
several names that many—too many— 
characters like “Buster Blunder” have 
been seen around the railroad. 

For example, half a dozen persons 
identified him as “M. T, Head,” one 
with an alias of “M. T. Noggin.” Sev- 
eral others were sure he was “Hap- 
Hazard,” a good name but one belong- 
ing to another character used in Safety 
cartoons. Then there was “Hopalong 
Carelessly,” but it would be impossible 
to use the first name alone. The famous 
Mr. Cassidy might not like it. Close to 
this were “Knockalong Catastrophe” 
and “Dropalong Claimgotten.” 

Some folks gave him a military title 
(“General Nuisance,” “General Con- 
fusion”), while others were sure his 
initials were “S. P.” (“S. P. Renegade,” 
“S. P. Deficit,” “Espee Hedake,” etc). 

The name “Clem” as a variant of 
“Claim” appeared frequently (“Clem 
Causer,” “Claim-maker Clem,” “Clem 
Careless,” etc.). Incidentally, there were 
many who recognized him as “Careless 
Cal” while others claimed he was 
“Johnny Careless,” the black sheep 
brother of “Johnny Careful.” One en- 
trant called him “Claimentine,” another 
“Jerks McClaims” (jerks make claims, 
he explained—which is too true). 

There also were variations of 
“Freight” (“Ferdie Frateloss,” “Crack- 
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brain Freightbuster,’ “Freddie Frait- 
rekker,” etc). Others called him “Ega- 
mad” which is “Damage” spelled back- 
wards. “Accident” was another name 
used in many ways. 

Among the more intricate names were 
“L, Benton DeStruckshun,” “Oops I. 
Diditagain,” and “Twirp (T for thought- 
less, W for wasteful, I for irresponsible, 
R for reckless, P for problem). 

“Otto B. Schott,” “Wilt B. Costly,” 
“I, M. Negligent,” “Adam Menace” and 
“G, Howie Wrecksum” were among oth- 
ers in which first names. and initials 
were cleverly combined. 

Clara Assad, telegrapher, Roseville, 
called him “Hydramatic Mac” because, 
she explained, “he is so shiftless.” 


To “Tally-Ho” Sweeney of extra gang 
24, Cochran, Ore., went the distinction 
of sending in the most names. Hardly 
a day passed without a card from 
Sweeney, whose best entry, in the opin- 
ion of the judges was “Dale E. Claim- 
aker.” : 

Cc. W, Hawley, NWP telegrapher, Wil- 
lits, reported these identifying marks: 
“Large toe caused by dropping roll of 
linoleum on it; right foot points back- 
ward, twisted by falling under a hand 
truck that iripped; scar on side of head 
due to falling pile of cartons he was 
leaning against.” 

Gladys Benstead, water service helper, 
Dunsmuir, didn't have the winning 
name, but her description of his be- 
haviour was fitting. “He keeps his guar- 
dian angels working overtime and is a 
costly individual to the railroad,” she 
wrote. 


So did Thomas Galway, passenger car- 
man, Oakland, whose description was 
in rhyme: “Never watches where he 
goes, what he'll do next no one knows; 
never thinks, never looks. This -char- 
acter should only be in books.” 

Well, you'll be seeing “Buster Blun- 
der? in this book for awhile. Each 
month the Bulletin will-present him in 
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a cartoon, suggested by you readers, 
illustrating some incident which fits his 
first or last name, or both, Each month's 
winning suggestion will be worth $5 to 
the sender. 

Meanwhile, Chaimoy expresses his 
thanks to all who took the time to send 
in names. Many wrote friendly letters, 
indicating a widespread awareness of 
the evils of freight claims, and Southern 
Pacific’s efforts to eliminate them. 


SP Lauded for Fire 
Prevention Efforts 


XGREASING usage of diesels with 
» dynamic braking, addition of carbon- 
reducing agents to fucl oil and increased 
fire prevention efforts combined to bring 
trackside fires to an all-time low in 
1952 on our Shasta Division. No fires 
were reported by the U. S. Forest Serv- 
ice along our 119 miles of mainline 
trackage in Shasta National Forest, con- 
trasted to the 29 fires which burned 3,439 
acres in 1942, according to a recent 
article published by the Forest Service. 

Recognition of our continuing efforts 
to cut down trackside and structural 


fires came from the Forest Service's 
technical publication Fire Control Notes, 
which Jauded SP for its record in a 
story which went to fire control special- 
ists all over the world. 

The article attributed our company’s 
record to: doubling of fire prevention 
efforts by employes; greater use of die- 
sels with dynamic braking which works 
down grade like an automobile descend- 
ing a hill in low gear against compres- 
sion, thus reducing brake applications 
and resulting sparks; better maintenance 
and inspection of steam engine stacks 
and sereeus and other fire-causing de- 
vices, and addition of a fuel oil additive 
which removes soot and carbon, elim- 
inating exhaust of hot sparks. 

The article pointed out that the 1952 
record came during a period of ex- 
ceptionally heavy traffic, caused in part 
by traffic diverted due to the Tehachapi 
earthquake. 


“Boots” Mourned: About 12% 
years ago “Boots” arrived at Tucson 
Yard in a box car. A ball of fur two 
weeks old, the little canine was adopted 
by the yardmen, dividing her time he- 
tween the North yard and PFE yard.
